Chlorophyll fed in large amounts 
to animals may effect their off- 
spring. This is the opinion of Drs. 
E. F. Reber and D. A. Willigan of 
the College of Veterinary Medi- 
cine of the University of Illinois. 


They reached the conclusion af- 


ter recent tests in which they fed 
two groups of rats diets with and 
without chlorophyll. The rats fed 
chlorophyll showed no obvious ef- 
fects and bore the usual number 
of young. But their hair coats were 
rough and developed a light green 
color and in many cases were 
weak, causing the rats to drag their 
legs. Only two of the six litters 
lived to weaning age. 


Mother rats fed chlorophyll did 


not provide so much milk and 
growth rate was slower until the 
rats reached weaning age-

Uncle Sam 
Has Trouble 
With Matt 


By ED MORSE 


NEW YORK iJV— Who'll carry 


the mail for Uncle Sam is a multi- 
million-dollar question these days. 


It brings to sharp focus th« 


deadly rivalry between the rail- 
roads, on the one hand, and the 
airlines and truckers on the other. 


The feud came to a boil in Octo- 


ber, 
1953, when the Post Office 


launched an •'experiment" of fly- 
ing first class three cent mail on 
the New York-Chicago and Wash- 
ington-Chicago routes whenever 
airlines bad space available for it. 
The experiment was broadened to 
include Florida points and local 
airlines covering 125 scattered 
communities. This deprived the 
rails of sizeable mail revenues. 


Get Angry 


The railroads got even madder 


when the experiment spread to in- 
clude major Pacific Coast cities 
last November. 


But Postmaster General Surn- 


merfield reported last month that 
in the ir.iria! stage of the West 
Coas: "air lift" ordinary letters 
bearing three cent stamps had 
been advanced in delivery by from 
24 to 48 hours. 


"To date the three cent mail by 


air experiment is improving mail 
service at slight savings in over- 
all cost to those formerly paid," 
said Surnnierfield. 


The railroads protested that the 


savings were only apparent and 
ignored the "complete" mail serv- 
ice rendered by the rails. The air- 
lines and their allies, the truckers, 
argued back. Thousands of words 
were exchanged. 


Wipe Out Profits 


The rails say that already the 


experiment has wiped out most of 
their lucrative haulage of first 
class mail on the New York-Chica- 
go-Washington routes. 


The industry complains that it 


has invested close to a billion dol- 
lars in mail handling facilities 
whereas the airlines and truckers 
have invested nothing and the tax- 
payers must provide these for 
them. 


Railroads have challenged the 


legality of carrying three cent 
mail by air and have launched 
court actions. But the experiment 
goes on. 


Meanwhile, the raliroads are 


losing more mail revenue, they say 
because the Post Office has award- 
ed contracts to motor carriers to 
carry mail jon more than 650 
routes.

Buy All Curtains

Before you buy curtains, decide 


the kind of treatment you want to 
give your windows, advises a Uni- 
versity of Illinois home furnishings 
Bpecialist. 


Miss Dorothy Iwig suggests that 


vou do a little planning at home 
before setting out on a shopping 
tour. First of all. decide whether 
you want the curtains to be sta- 
tionary or the draw-type 
and 


whether you want them to cover 
only the glass or the woodwork 
around the window too. 


Then you'll want to consider the 


material. Do you want it to be 
sheer, semisheer or almost opaque? 
Regardless of your choice, you'll 
find a number of fibers to choose 
from, such as nylon, Orion. Dacron, 
Fortisan and Fiberglas. as well as 
the familiar natural fibers. And 
you'll want to consider special fin- 
ishes, also, such as permanent stif- 
fening. 


Next decide the length and width 


«?f your curtains. The width will de- 
pend on the sheemess you select, 
while the length will be determined 
by the height of your ceiling and 
the height of your windows. Re- 
member that curtains look best 
when they are one of three lengths: 
just to the sill, covering the apron 
(woodwork under the sill > or clear- 
ing the floor. Floor length curtains 
will make short, wide windows 
look longer and help to make your 
ceiling look higher.

When you tumble-dry a rubber- 


backed rug, take precautions to 
prevent spontaneous 
combustion. 


Sometimes rubber contains traces 
of copper and manganese. If a hot, 
dried, rubber-backed rug contain- 
ing either of these two metals is 
allowed to remain stationary in a 
tumbler or on the floor, heat will 
often be generated and the rag 
will ignite. 


Therefore, as scon as your rugs 


are dried, remove them from the 
drier and open them up so that 
they will cool readily. Do not store 
them hot.

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School Board To 
Eye Legislation 


Wait-See Attitude Toward 
Measure Cutting Aid Here 


The Dixon board of education 


Wednesday night took a wait-and- 
see attitude toward a recommen- 
dation by the state School Prob- 
lems Commission that would cut 
annual state aid to Lee County 
schools by more than 552,000. 


Loss to the Dixon sehool district 


would be more than 533,000. 


The commission voted Dec. 29 to 


recommend to the S:ate General 
Assembly that the state increase 
its per pupil level of support from 
$173 to $181. Howcv-er, another 
recommendation is for an increase 
in the qualifying tax rates in the 
school districts, which would result 
in a net loss for six districts in Lee 
County, according to estimates 
prepared by County Supt. John 
Torrens. 


The present qualifying rate for 


elementary districts is 40 cents per 
$100 
assessment, and for unit dis- 


tricts (12 grades) the rate is 50 
cents. The new rates would be 49 
cents for elementary districts arid 
61 cents for unit districts. 


The state pays two types of 


state aid—one is a flat grant ar.d 
the other is based on the tax rate. 
The flat grant would not be affect- 
ed.

service, we will now dispoee of 
some of the burning questions of 
our tune: 


Q. Why do bald men or semi-

byterian Church appeared some- 
what dim today as the result of 
opposition from Southern Presby- 
teries. 


The union would unite the three 


groups now in the process of voting 
on the proposal, the United Pres- 
byterian Church, the Presoyterian 
Church in the U S A and the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United 
States (Southern). They have a 
combined membership of about SS 
million. 


Unanimous approval of the three 


is necessary. 


21 of 13 Oppose 


Thirteen Southern presbyteries 


have voted on the issue and 12 
have opposed it. A three-quarters 
majority of the 84 presbyteries in 
the Southern branch is necessary 
for the group's approval. 


Only ten more negative votes 


are thus needed among the South- 
ern presbyteries to kill the plan 
and one of their leaders said Satur- 
day, "We'll get those in the next 
two weeks " 


The statement was made by Dr. 


Henry B. Dendy, secretary of the 
Association for the Preservation 
and Continuation o* the Southern 
Presbyterian Church. Dr. Dendy, 
who is also editor of the Southern 
Presbyterian Journal, in Weavers- 
viile, N. C., predicted there would 
be twice as many antiunion votes 
as were needed. 


Most presbyteries of the 720.000 


member Southern church, with 
headquarters at Atlanta, will vote 
Jan. 18. 19 and 25 and a few will 
ballot in February. 


Texas Supports

strategic, oil-rich land we have only two staunch friends, Turkey and IsraeL 


We may need them badly before this critical year is ended, for Russian agents are busy 


stirring dissension and revolt among 40,000,000 Arabs. Only a miracle can prevent an ex- 
plosion this year.

I have just finished a survey of the area. In visits to Egypt, Cyprus, Israel, Lebanon 


and Turkey I talked, with peasants, politicians, artists, businessmen, revolutionaries and high 
government officials. 
This correspondent came away 


with these conclusions: 


L. Revolt against feudal slav- 


ery, hunger, poverty and disease 
may come at any time. Social 
and economic unrest make the 
area especially vulnerable to 
Red propaganda. 


2. Barring a drastic change 


in existing conditions, not a sin- 
gle 
Arab 
population 
would 


come to the aid of the West in 
the event of armed conflict with 
Russia. 


3. E\erywhere the consensus 


of qualified Middle Eastern ob- 
ser\ers was: The Soviet rulers 
—ha\ing suffered a slight dip- 
plomatic setback in the West— 
are preparing a series of ex- 
plosions in the Arab states. 
* * * 


The two notable exceptions in 


this otherwise dark picture, Turk- 
ev and Israel, are pro-Western— 
certainly pro-U.S. 
Both Turkey 


and Israel have strong, well-trained 
and dependable armies ready to 
fight should the Reds attack. 


However, Turkey is in the midst 


of a serious economic crisis. The 
Turks also are strongly opposed 
to becoming involved in "Arab 
intrigues," despite their pact with 
Pakistan which in view of the 
State Department is to serve as 
Cornerstone for a. Middle Eastern 
defense system. 


Turkey has kept aloof from the 


sinister machinations of Arab poli- 
ticians ever since Kernel Ataturk 
—the founder of modern Turkey 
—"turned his back on the Arab 
world." He called the Arabs the 
cause of "Turkey's misfortune." 
* • * 


Israel is in a similar difficult 


situation 
with the Arabs. The 


youngest republic in history, Israel 
is indeed a modern miracle. 


The leaders of Israel, in five 


short years, have succeeded in 
creating a disciplined pro-Western 
and industrialized state which 
could serve as a spring-board for 
the development of the backward 
Middle Eastern areas. 


The young state is clearly des-

always at the back of their minds 
the threat of another Arab offen- 
sive. 


The Arab economic blockade is 


virtually strangling

state. The ordinary Israeli—liter- 
ally fighting with his back to the 
Mediterranean Sea—is particular- 
Iv bitter at the tT.S. decision to 


send arms to the Arab states. He 
is convinced that the arms will 
eventually be used not to fight the 
Reds but to attack IsraeL 


Resettlement of the 900,000 Arab 


refugees camping on Israel's bor- 
ders and peace between Israel and 
the Arab'states is what the U. S. 
will have to strive for la 1965 — 
if the Middle East is not to be a 
fertile field for Red propaganda. 


Every day new attempts are 


made by the Kremlin to cement 
economic and cultural ties between 
Russia and the Arab slates.

Soviet Moslem pilgrims recently 


went to Mecca and Red trade or- 
ganizations sent exhibits to fairs in 
Izmir, Turkey, and Damascus, Sy- 
ria. In return, delegations from all 
Arab countries, including for the 
first time Saudi Arabia and Yemen, 
attendee Moscow's agricultural ex- 
hibition. 


Agents are especially active in 


Syria and Lebanon. The only offi- 
cial Pravda correspondent m the 
Middle East. Barzenko. is stationed 
at Damascus. Syrian and Lebanese 
delegates attended last year's Red 
"peace" congresses at Budapest 
and Vienna, where most Syrian de- 
puties signed a Communist-spon- 
sored peace petition.
